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ORDER RETURNING UNDOCKETED APPEAL TO EXAMINER 



This application was received electronically at the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) on July 14, 2007. A review of the 
application has revealed that the application is not ready for docketing as an 
appeal.

a) issue and mail a PTOL-90 having the missing references listed under 
the Evidence Relied Upon section, paragraph (8); and 

b) for such further action as may be appropriate 
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
